Tomorrow Barbara Lee is releasing the 4^ of her series of reports on women governors. (Karen Bresiau 
used her work as the introduction to the Newsweek article in which you were featured.) 
They did not mention you specifically in the media advisory (below), although most likely when Ms. Lee 
presents her findings during the news conference, your name will come up. For exampte, you're the only 
non-incumbent who won. 

I've looked over the report and here are the excerpts where you are mentioned. 
Beth Leschper 

Positioning Women to Win 

When we began studying the results of the 1 998 elections, only 16 
women had served as governor in the entire 225-year history of the 
United States. Today, that number has risen to 29. Nine women 
governors currently serve as the chief executive in their states:, Alaska, 
Arizona, Connecticut, Delaware, Hawaii, Kansas, Louisiana, Michigan 
and Washington. 

Among these are five incumbent women governors who were re-elected 

in 2006, the first year in which a class of women governors 

this large stood for re-election. The results were extremely encouraging. 

The two Republicans and three Democrats won by significant margins. 
Four skiilfuliy prevented serious opposition; only one drew a real threat 
and, in the end, she won handily. Among the six non-incumbent women 
candidates for governor in 2006, only one - Sarah Palin of Alaska - 
succeeded, 

The Republican candidates for governor included: Kerry Healey (MA), 
Unda Lingle (Hl), Sarah Palin (AK), M. Jodi Reli (CT) and Judy Baar 
Topinka (IL). 

The largely Republican business community of Alaska initially 
contributed to former Democratic Governor Tony Knowles instead of the 
upstart Republican nominee Sarah Palin because they knew him, didn't 
know her and didn't believe she could win - despite the fact that she 
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defeated a sitting governor in her primary. 

In Alaska, Tony Knowles suggested in debates that the complexity and 
economics of the oil pipeline were beyond Sarah Palin's experience. 
It is easier for incumbent governors to sidestep this pitfall because they've had 
a chance to establish credibility on their money management skills. In Kansas, 
Kathleen Sebelius touted her many small savings as a symbol of her care with 
bigger expenditures and excellent record on streamlining government. 

It is worth noting that Jodi Reli of Connecticut, who ran on ethics and 
education, and who, as Lt. Governor, succeeded her governor following his 
indictment, was overwhelmingly re-elected. Sarah Palin of Alaska, who first 
came to statewide attention by challenging the propriety of her own party's 
representatives on Alaska's Oil and Gas Conservation Commission, was a 
surprise primary and general election winner. 

Over and over we heard that an experienced, integrated team is at the core of 
eyery winning gubernatorial campaign - and the lack of 
one is the first sign of a campaign in trouble. (Challenger Sarah Palin was the 
exception. Those interviewed on the Alaska race likened her election to the 
outcome of a movement, rather than the result of a well-executed campaign.) 

As the non-incumbent candidates discovered, the making of a "populist" may 
be easier said than done, but circumstances can help as they did in Alaska. 
There, Sarah Palin beat an incumbent governor against a backdrop of 
corruption charges.

I am responding to your emait dated November 27, 2007 sent to Cheryl Fuglestad. First of all It is not 
Cheryl Fuglestad job to notrfy all the interested parties.

Subject: UAF School of Fisheries Budget: Expansion of Undergraduate Fisheries Program 

Dear Governor 

I would like to urge you to consider and support the new Bachelor of Arts program in Fisheries that UAF is 
proposing. There already exists a program for training fisheries biotoglsts with a strong emphasis toward 
science and statistics. As you are aware, Alaska has been a leader in successful fisheries management in 
the State and Federal fisheries, with a large amount of credit going to abundant resources, favorable 
ocean climatic conditions, and adherence to "good" science in the fishery policy and management arenas. 
The program proposed by UAF Is to provide a curriculum -for those that will be involved in fisheries in the 
broader sense (beyond blological management). In particular, this curriculum would be for parttcfpants in 
the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing industry (processors, marketers etc) or as a policy maker involved in 
the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be 
able to intefligentJy participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risert 
considerably. In order to be successful in this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers 
and understand the potential return on long term investments in gear, vessels, and permits. Into that 
equation, fishermen need to be able to read fishery stock assessments for trends, age dass strengths, 
recrultment curves - much as one would read a stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an 
increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at fisheries management bodies such as the 
Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC. White there wiil always be a need for people to speak plain and simple 
from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there is also a need for a level of understanding by some 
participants and decislon makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries wortd-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ 
questionable science - with dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and 
a fast-track into the poputar press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same 
publicity. Participants in fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between "good" science and 
"headline" science and not be swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are involved In fisheries have varied backgrounds. As a case in point, I 
currently sit on the NPFMC. While I have fished commercialfy since 1981, and have worked as a Fishery 
Biologfst 1 (Land Use), have a college degree - 1 have never had a class in fisheries management - i 
have degree in forestry. Most of what I iearned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at 
the elbow of some very patient people during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiatlons, Board of 
Fishery and Council meetings. A program like the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along 
the way - especially today as I try to explaln current fishery management issues to local fishermen. While 
there are many good knowledgeable people active in fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we all 
could have benefited greatly from a program that Is being proposed. On the flip side, there are also many 
people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but very little acquaintance with factual 
information. The proposed program would have posltive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, I believe the time to start is now as things are likely 
to become more complex in the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.
